Down under, the surface the release of Wolverton is more than a mere 


'release" It means a wholesale shakeup of Coast League baseball. 


The release of Wolverton merely paves the way for him within the next few weeks to come out as man- 


ager or possibly part owner of either the Vernon or Portland clubs-in the effort to rebuild baseball business 
in the league. If it is the Portland club, the northern franchise will be moved probably to Sacramento, 
although there is still the possibility of it coming to San Francisco, and the Oakland club being put on its 
home grounds for its home games. If it is the Vernon club, the franchise may be moved to Sacramento, but 
it is more probable that Wolverton would take the club and keep it in the south. His position of martyr to 
the apparent injustice of Hen Berry would make him even more of a favorite there than he is now. 


Secrecy surrounds the motive in Wolverton's release. But there is a motive there that involves a radical 


change in the affairs of one of the Coast League clubs that is now doing badly.

WHALE MEAT IS 
NOT FJSH. 


Those who are so hungry that "they 
could cat a whale" are being afforded 
the opportunity as whale meat is now 
on the market In many cities and soon 
will ba canned and sent to all parts of 
the country. 
Of the meat the Govern- 
ment Fisheries Bureau says: 
,,,"Whales and porpoises are mammal?, 
like cattle and sheep, and thoir flesh is 
meat' and not 'fish.' 
In texture and 
appearance It resembles beef, though the 
color is darker red, and the flavor is 
closer to that of meat than any other. 
It is devoid of all fishy taste. 
It is 


probable that It will soon be obtainable 
fresh, corned and canned, ana it is rec- 
ommended to those who have opportu- 
nlt3* to purchase it.
